Myself, an activist? Not anyone can be an activist, here. And yet, all you need do 


in Cambodia is speak against the Government. 


The guardian, quasi-activist plays, as I can be nothing other than guided, guarded, 


and spoken for, and shall I know either subordination or no one. 


The would be activist is recognized only with the guardian present. I’m endowed 
with the confused tendencies of a miscreant while the guardian has for me sympathy 
and patience. The guardian and a professional witness to ever excuse my pretenses. 


No meaningful rights are defenses beyond the guardians expertise and surveillance. 


Julius cannot be a journalist and I wont amount to an activist. I have no presence 
as I am isolated for self protection and for interests of community. In the West 
they have a medical term for this; awareness states I was born to be subjected 


constantly to guardianship.
